at a premium in New York. As 
there is a free gold market in the! 
United States, this premium could 
not fo above the gold point (Le. the) 
cost of shipping gold from New! 
York to Montreal, whieh is tn the 
ne'ghborhood of 8-64 of 1 per cent. 
When the premium on the Canadian 
dollar reached that rate, gold began 
to flow from the United States to 
Canada. At the close of the year 
Canadian funds were again at a dis- 
count in New York, amounting to 
l%e per cent. 


Our Borrowings 

This {mprovement in the value of 
the Canadian dollar is not due to 
any material extent to an improve- 
tment in Canada's internat ona] trade 
balance, although the year's sub- 
Stantial grain crop will tend +o have 
this effect, but chiefly to the large 
borrowir by Canadian government 
and mun.cipalities in the New York 
market, and to the liquidation of 
debts in Canada by the British gov- 
ernment. In last year's report atte 
tion wus drawn to thre fact that while 
these borrowings temporarily en- 
hance the value of the Canadian dol- 
lar in the United States, they add to 
our yearly interest b'l, which has 
reached proportions that might 
make us pause before we incur 
Nabllities in this connec- 
ally for unproductive 
purposes. Whether or not the Cana- 
dian dollar remains as close to } 
wth the United States dollar during 
1928 as atthe end of 1922, would 
seem to depend chiefly on whether 
these borrowings are continued on 
the same scalo } 

Revision of Bank Act 

A great deal has recentiy appeared 
in the press regarding the revi.ion of 
the Bauk Act, and some authorities 
advocate the establishment of a 
government inatitution on the HMnes 
of the Commonwealth Bank of Aus- 
tralia In our op.nion this would not 
best serve the agricultural, commer- 
cial or manufacturing interests of 
the country.

In the British Market 

When we turn to the British mar- 
ket, the situation is too complicated 
to be dealt with at length. In the 
past our shipments to Great Britain 
have been matiniy live cattle, and 
from 1891 to 1911 these shipments 
usually exceeded 100,000 head annu- 
ally and went as high as 164,00 
head tn 1906. During the existence 
of the Underwood tariff, which ad- 
mitted cattle free to the United 
States, the trade passed almost en- 
tirely to that country, reaching a 
total of over two million head in the 
years 1915 to 1921, inclusive, and as 
many as 600,000 head im the one 
year,, 1920. The war demand is over, 
the United States market is close.l 


It may be urged that there is not 
much value in a comparison with a 
period when expansion and prices 
were at the highest point, but it is a 
fact that the purchasing or debt-pay- 
ing power of the country was less 
often enormously less, in 1922 than 
in 1920, in every province except 
Saskatchewan. 

1922 ang Pre-War Conditions 

If, however, we compare 1922 with 
pre-war conditions, we find that the 
money value of our field crops is st 
very large.

Mineral Possibilities 


In the remarkably thoughtful ad- 
dress of the late president of the 
Canadian Institute of Mining and 
Mettallurgy we are reminded that 
while we are a great factor in the 
World's food supply, thi; comes from 
the partial development of about fit- 
teen per cent. of the area of Canada, 
while in the remaining eighty-five 
per cent. and to some extent, of 
course, in the fifteen, we have “min- 
eral treasures of inconceivable val- 
ue.” The selection of land for ag- 
ricultural or pastoral purposes is one 
of the hardest, apart from the few 
cases where men have found fortunes 
by sheer accident. Twenty or thirty 
years ago we had little experience or 
training In mifiing, and a good deal 
of what we have now arises from the 
Success uttained in mining in the 
United States, In South Africa, how- 
ever, thire are many miners both 
those who hold executive positfons 
because of scientific ability and those 
who have owned mines and are not 
afraid of such ventures, and we have 
reason to hope that some of the lead- 
ers among these men will become in- 
terested in our north country,

A Wonderful Heritage 


For three-quarters of a century 
our geologists and other Canadians 
of reasonable intelligence have 
known that we possess in the centre 
of Canada the largest area in the 
wor'd of the oldest rocks and of the 
rocks immediately following these, 
all roughly classed as pre-Cambrian. 
These ure most promising areas for 
the prospector, but we also possess 
in the Maritime Province and Bast- 
ern Quebec our share of the Appala-

We must not in this matter be in- 
fluenced by anything but the facts, 
and by that honor among nations 
which has been displayed for centur- 
les. Tt is true that the property an. 
business interests of the Allies were 
sometimes very wrongfully den'r 
with in Germany, at least in the 
early days of the war, but !t is als» 
true that Germans ready and wWi!ling 
to settle debts directly with British 
creditors have been unable to do so 
because of the terms of the Treaty. 
Every merchant, seeking to do bus- 
iness in foreign countries, and every 
banker considerate of the credit of 
his country, should remember that 
j international trade and finance are 
bullt on good faith, and that we 
must avoid the possibility of these 
unfortunete exceptions in the Treaty 
causing injustice and ¢hus involvinic 
Canada in discredit. 

Having regard to ovr national 
debt and to our national position 
\generally, no question is more tm- 
portant than tha: of immigratioa, 
jand perhaps no national question 
presents so many phases for consi‘1- 
eration. The number of tmmigrants» 
entering Canada in our last f'scal 
year fell, doubtless mainly because 
of our severe regulations, to 90,000 
as compared with 148,000 in 1821, 
and 402,000 in 1918. The total de- 
crease is 39 per cent., but the de 
crease in (hose com ng from Greai 
Britain is 47 per cent. and from the 
United States 389 per cent. wile ir 
those from other countries it is on! 
17 per cent. Of those who soucht 
admission, 185600, mainiy from 
the United States. were rejected 
under our immigration inspection 
u larger number than heretofore.

A Problem 

When we consider the subject of 
general immigrat'on the course is not 
so clear, while the necessity for pub- 
‘elty and for offering inducements 
scarcely exists. When the Unitet 
States offered to every so-called 
white man the chance to become u 
citizen, to vote as such, and the 
assurance of work and wages, the 
immigration came at first largely 
from northern Europe, Unekliled 
bor was badly needed to bulld rali- 
roads and other public works and 
land Was too easily obta'ned by any- 
one who wished to be a farmer, Can- 
ada adopted much the same policy 
The number of immigrents from the 
north lessened after a time and they 
came more and more from the south 
of Europe. Eventually this raised 
Goubts as to the result of euch a 
blending of races upon the nation's 
future, and, urged doubless by ls 
bor and unemployment, restrictions 
have been imposed in both countrien. 
Both countries would doubtless like 
to make a new start, und we must

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A CHANCE FOR ALBERTA 

Friday night’s meeting shows that the people 
of this city and district are alive to the benefits 
to be derived by opening up the Pacific route for 
prairie grain. The fact that the fariners of <Al- 
berta have lost real money this year because they 
were not allowed to ship their wheat to Europe 
by the cheapest route has apparently got home to 
the public consciousness, and has awakened a de- 
termination that a similar discount must not be 
imposed upon production in the future. 

During the late shipping season it actually 
cost ten cents per bushel less to ship wheat from 
Edmonton to Liverpool via Vancouver than to 
ship it via the great lakes. But that advantage 
was mainly theoretical. In point of the fact only 
a trifling amount of grain was allowed to go to 
Vancouver because there were not there the ele- 
vator facilities to handle it. Had there been the 
facilities, practically the whole export wheat crop 
of Alberta would have gone west this fall and win- 
ter, despite the disproportionate freight rates, and 
a good share of wheat of western Saskatchewan 


as well. 

The figures for 1922 are not yet available, 
but in 1921 the Alberta wheat crop ran to 53,000,- 
000 bushels, representing an export surplus of 
perhaps 40,000,000 bushels. A saving of ten cents 
per bushel on that amount of grain would leave 
$4,000,000 more in the pockets of Alberta farmers 
than they now have or will have when they have 


disposed of their crop under the existing condi- 
tions. That additional sum of money would have 
gone a long way to enable Alberta farmers to 
meet their obligations, to change farm losses into 
profits, to substitute contentment ©r discourage- 
ment ,and to make the wheels of industry and 
trade turn more briskly this winter. Alberta 
cannot afford to do anything else than actively 
back the .demand for equalizing freight rates 
and building elevators at Vancouver so as to give 
the wheat growing business of this province a fair 
chance. 

Because they are operating farther from the 
Atlantic ports the wheat growers of Alberta are 
under a handicap in shipping eastward as com- 
pared to their competitors in Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba. There is no way of over-coming that 
handicap so far as the eastern route is concerned 
Vacts are facts, and the distance from Edmonton 
to Atlantic tide water cannot be shortened. 

But if in that respect geography is against the 
Alberta wheat-grower, in regard to the Pacific 
route it is in his favor. As he has had to stand 
the consequences of the long haul to the Atlantic 
it is time that he was given the benefit of the 
shorter haul to the Pacific. 

The Alberta farmer gets no more for his 
wheat at Fort William than the farmer in Saskat- 
chewan or Manitoba, His machinery costs more. 
His hired help costs as much. His living expenses 
are somewhat higher. His producing cost is there- 
fore greater, while his selling price is less. Yields 
being equal, wheat production cannot be as profi- 
table a business in Alberta as it is in the other 
prairie provinces while the crop has to be hauled 
acros the continent before it is loaded into ocean 
carriers. 

With the Pacific route made available these 
conditions would be reversed. The Alberta farmer 
would be closer to the tide water than the farmer 
n Manitoba. He would have within a thousand 
miles a port open the year round, and the grain 
movement could go on steadily all winter. Ed- 
monton would under conditions come to 
hold the same position in reference to the market- 
ing of the crop in Alberta and western Saskatche- 
wan that Winnipeg now holds in respect to the 
marketing of the crop of the whole prairie coun- 
try. All the expenses incidental to cleaning, stor- 
ing and grading’grain would represent money 
kept in Alberta, instead of money sent out or kept 
out. The sereenings would be kept in the prov- 
ince, and turned into beef and pork. And because 
of the shorter haul, the same number of cars could 
land fifty per cent more Alberta grain in Van- 
couver in @ given period than they can carry to 
Fort William, r ] 

In backing the effort of British Columbia 
for a readjustment of freight rates and the estab 
lishment of terminal! facilities at Vancouver, the 
people of Edmonton and of Alberta are not play- 
ing the part of philanthropists. ‘They are attend 
ing strictly to bu of 
ness on the program at the present time or any

Wheat-growing in this Province must be carried 
on under penait as compared to conditions in | 
the other prairie provinces And with priees 
down to the peace time basis the penalty of extra 
freight charges to Fort William may make all the 
difference between profit and loss, and leave the 
Alberta farmer out of pocket while the Manitoba 
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farmer makes money eelling wheat at the same 
base price. . 

There 1s no wey of raising the world price 
of wheat. Kurope will buy where it can buy the 
cheapest. It is less able to buy now than it was 
before the war. And it is being offered more 
wheat from countries other than Canada than it 
was ever before. The producer who lays his wheat 
down at Liverpool for the least money is the ane 
who will be able to sell. If the farmer is to make 
a profit on wheat-growing, in Canada or else- 
where, he will have to make it by cutting the 
cost af production and delivery rather than by 
trying to corner the market against European 
buyers whose financial position puts a limit to the 
price they can pay. The eastward shipment of 
wheat is now down to pre-war cost. The hope af 
getting prices for Alberta wheat lies in getting 
the wheat to salt water over the shortest length 
of railway. The Pacific route is Alberta’s ‘‘one 
best bet.’’ 


STILL MORE PRUNING. 


Still another bank manager says Canadians 
will have to cultivate the virtues of economy and 
thrift before the country sees better times, Evi- 
dently we had got farther away from these quali- 
ties than was generally supposed. Most people 
have thought that they were practising the art of 
self-denial for the last year in a way that deserved 
reward. To be told now that we have only cut off 
a few frills, and must blue pencil still more items 
in the domestic spending program rather suggests 
that we have forgotten what economy used to 
really mean, 


SEIZING THE OPPORTUNITY. 


The echoes of the collapse at Paris have been 
heard at Lausanne. While the Premiers parleyed 
the Turkish representatives stood pat in the atti- 
tude made famous by Lloyd George in the speech 
in which he arraigned himself and his colleagues 
for inaction while the enemy won battles. When 
it became clear that the Allies were permanently 
divided Ismet Pasha promptly took the aggressive, 
while his under-study conveyed Kemal's respects 
to the delegates by walking out of the conference 
chamber. If he is not counting on military help 
from Red Russia or Mohammedan Asia in the 
event of fighting, the Turkish leader is plainly 
counting on division among the Allies to prevent 
anything worse befalling than a war of words 
around the council table. London, he apparently 
thinks, wlil have other matters to engage its atten- 
tion, and that he can extend both his demands and 
his impudence without danger of being brought 
to time. 


INCONSISTENT ARGUMENT. 


At their Brandon convention the United Farm- 
ers of Manitoba expressed the view that the co- 
operative scheme would eventualy be adopted for 
marketing the Western wheat crep, but demanded 
that a compulsory board be set up to handle the 
crop of the present vear. Just why it has to be 
compulsion this year if co-operation is to be good 
enough in future years they do not seem to have 
explained. There has been a similar lack of elu- 
cidation in other quarters where the same line of 
argument has been advanced. That is hardly 
strange. The demand for a compulsory board was 
based on a fallacy that has been exploded, But 
nobody likes to come out openly and admit that 
he has been mistaken. Those who promoted the 
compulsory idea, and those who were taken in by 
their specious talk, dislike to drop the proposal all 
at once. But they go half way and agree that a 
compulsory board would be neither useful nor 
desirable as a permanent institution. They might 
as well go the rest of the way at once. If a com- 
pulsory board would be neither profitable to the 
wheat growers nor otherwise advisable for the 
years to follow, it is neither profitable nor advis- 
able for the present year. We are out of the econ- 
omic war zone now, and conditions are rapidly 
aproaching peace time level, both as regards the 
cost of farming and the prices of farm products. 
If a compulsory wheat board could not hold up 
the world for high prices in after years it cannot 
hold up the world in 1923. 


WHAT NEXT? 


Blairmore and Cadomin locals of the U.M.W.A. 
are trying to stampede the Alberta Federation of 
Labor into support of their demand for a six-hour 
day and a five-day week in the coal mines of this 
province. They are not very likely to succeed. 
Coal is dear enough at present prices. And men 
who have to earn their living in other occupations 
do not find that they can ‘‘get by”’ at this stage in 
the proceedings by working half time. The thirty- 
hour week is not a reasonable or practical pro- 
posal. There is no physicial, mental or moral neces- 
sity that men should idle two full days per week 
and a third of the usual working time of every 
other day. This demand originates in plain, down
